Mr  Mayor,  Alderxnen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitaiy  circumstances  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1957* 

There  were  fewer  deaths  than  in  1956,  but  the  number  of  deaths 
continued  to  be  greater  than  the  number  of  births.  Heart  disease  once 
again  headed  the  list  of  causes  of  death,  follovfed  by  vascular  lesions 
of  the  central  nervous  system  and  cancer,  in  that  order.  Two  infants 
died  in  the  first  year  of  life.  One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified, 
the  first  for  at  least  10  years.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
Borough  was  involved  in  the  epidemic  of  influenza.  The  popular  name 
for  this  - Asian  'flu  - appears  to  have  produced  an  alarming  impression 
of  the  disease  on  many  people,  but  in  fact  the  inf'ection  was  compara- 
tively riiild. 

Steady  progress  in  the  Bojrough' s sanitary  circumstances  is 
recorded,  Slmi  clearance  continued,  the  Angel  Hill  Clearance  Order 
receiving  modified  confirmation  follovdaig  a local  enquiry  by  the 
Ministiy  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  Loan  sanction  was  given, 
and  tenders  received  for  the  modernisation  of  the  St .Leonard's  Sewage 
YiTorks,  Meat  inspection  continued  to  cadi  for  much  overtime  work  on 
the  part  of  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I must  express  my  thanlcs  to  Mr  G,E,  Gifford,  the  Council's 
Public  Healtii  Inspector,  for  his  vaPaable  assistance  in  all  aspects 
of  our  vrark  together  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The 
Council's  other  Departments  have  continued  their  Yfilling  co-operation, 

I am  grateful  to  the  Generod  Mcdicad  Practitioners  for  their  co-opera- 
tion.

General  medical  services  mdcr  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Aict,  1946,  arc  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  sjid  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  tdion  under talce  maternity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 


I Health  Department:  The  County  Comicil  is  the  local  health  authority 
for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1946  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the  district: - 


(a)  Mid^Tifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-inidYd.ves  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  mid\/ifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(b)  Health  Visiting.  The  nurse  midv;ives  act  also  as  health 
visitors  and,  v/ith  special  training  in  the  care  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
matters  in  the  homo  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as 
school  nurses. 


(c)  Infant  Yfelfare  Centre.  A fortnightly  infant  'W  elf  axe  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston, 


(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  cliildren  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston, 


(e)  Vaccination  and  Irarninisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  iimunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
T/hooping  cough  are  provided  at  the  Infant  ¥elfare  Clinic  or  bj'- 
> the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor. 


(f)  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  corta.in  circumstances,  a charge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
concerned. 


(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulaiices  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  end  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sit- 
ting cases  utilecon  sittnig  case  vehicles  are  used,  v7hon 
ap2Dropria.te,  some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hosioital  Car 
Service,  a voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration 
of  the  service  is  carried  out  from  the  Health  Aurea  Office, 
Lauiceston, 

(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  iifter-Care.  A full-time 
tubex-culosis  health  visitor  is  provided  foi  the  care  and  after- 
care of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are  available 


to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  such  persons  viien  required 
by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain  special 
investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of  illness  by 
district  health  -vm-sitors  v/hile  health  education  is  carried 
out  by  the  County's  medical  and  nursing  staff, 

(j)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibi- 
lities in  connection  v/ith  the  ascertainraent  of  mental  ill- 
health  and  mental  deficiency,  T/ith  the  provision  of  statu- 
tory supervision,  etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the 
cormunity,  and  v/ith  the  provision  of  a.fter-care  folloiiTing 
treatment  for  mental  illness.  The  Duly  iiuthorised  Officer 
for  the  district  'oorks  from  the  Health  iirea  Office,  Launceston. 

II  Educ a.t ion  Pep ajrtment . As  local  education  authority,  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which  pro- 
vides the  folio-wing:

180,000  and  216,000  gaOLlons,  is  vrcll  ronoved  fi’om  possible  sources  of 
human  contaminaition.  Supervision  of  the  poriractor  v/alls  and  gates  is, 
hov/ever,  necessary  to  ensure  the  eacclusion  of  animals  from  the  area 
surrounding  the  filter  bods,  v/hcre,  x^^^'ticularly  in  dry  V\reather,  the 
grass  is  longer  and  more  tempting  than  the  surrounding  moorland. 

During  the  dry  Y/cathcr  in  Ma^a  and  June,  samples  of  v;ater  tadcon  ]prior 
to  chlorination  at  the  '.■findnill  Reservoir  v/ithin  the  Borough  showed  that 
faecal  organisms  vrcre  present,  Tlic  ca.tcliment  ar-ea  at  Bray  Dovrn  v/as 
inspected.  It  was  fomid  that  due  to  brealcs  in  the  perhneter  gates, 
heavy  fouling  of  the  intaJeo  chaanol  by  ponies  had  been  talcing  |)lace  and 
it  was  confizTiicd  by  sampling  that  the  faecal  contanination  v/as  present 
both  before  and  a.fter  filtration,  Y/ork  veas  carried  out  to  repair  the 
broken  gates,  oaid  to  scoJL  Ical-cs  in  the  filter  vaalls  which  had  boon 
allov/ing  v/ator  to  by-po.ss  the  filters,  Follov/ing  these  works,  sterile 
samples  •'verc  obtained  prior  to  cliloriiiation. 

Y/ater  from  the  catchment  ar-ea  is  gathered  partl3^  from  tlic  open  streai 
and  partly  from  land  springs  which  have  been  iDped  together  and  v/hich 
enter  the  main  belov/  the  filter  bed.  This  latter  source,  therefore,  it 
not  filtered,  but,  as  sa'plos  dcmoiistrate  the  complete  absence  of 
organisms,  the  omission  is  not  of  importance.

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/55  of  23rd  November 
1955 j details  on  Housing  Matters  in  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  need  no  longer  be  included  since  full  details  arc  submitted 
quarterly  to  the  Minis tx'y  of  Housing  and  iiocal  Government.  It  is  of 
interest,  hovi/'ever,  to  note  that  follov/ing  an  official  representation  made 
on  23rd  March  1957;  fho  Council  declared  five  houses  in  /uigel  Hill  to  be 
its  first  Clearance  Ixrea  and  a Clcajranco  Order  to  that  effect  v/'as  made 
on  15th  April,  Pollov/ing  a Locad  Enquiry  held  by  on  Inspector  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  aiid  Local  Government  on  1st  August,  the  Order  was 
confirmed  on  8th  November  subject  to  the  exclusion  of  one  property, 
already  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order,  This  property  was  later  derdt 
with  by  a Demolition  order  dated  l6th  December. 

Two  Closing  Ordex’s  under  Section  10  of  the  Local  Government  (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions)  Act  1953  vrere  made  on  Unfit  houses  and  the  tenants 
rehoused. 

Seven  houses  at  Northemhaye  Court,  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders

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One  Sshop  selling  loose  cream  was  registered  as  a Dairy  mder 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  *■  1954 • This  hrings  the  total  of 
Registered  Dairies  in  the  Borough  to  five.

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Cystic crcus  Bovis 

This  parasite,  the  developmental  stage  of’  the  hioman  tapov/om,  was 
detected  in  tvironty  five  co.ses  during  the  yocjr.  It  appears  to  affect 
prime  young  animals  mainly  and  v/as  found  in  thirteen  steers  and  t\7elve 
heifers  or  young  cov^s,  This  gives  an  ineidence  of  0*57^  representing 
an  increase  of  0.l6^o  over  the  195^  figure  of  0,41^»  One  case  was 
traced  to  a farm  where  the  pasture  was  hoing  sewage  polluted.  Steps 
wore  talcen  to  remedy  this. 

No  cases  of  generalised  cysticercosia  were  found  and  oarcasos 
with  localised  infections  wore,  after  condemnation  of  the  aifocted  organ, 
submitted  to  refrigeration  treatment  at  not  more  than  twenty  degrees 
Fahx'cnheit  for  twenty  one  dcy''s.  They  T/oro  then  released  for  human 
consumption.  Careful  supoi’vision  is  maintained  over  rofrigeraiion 
treatment  of  carcases  brought  to  Launceston  from  other  areas  where 
they  have  been  examined  and  found  to  be  affected  with  Cysticcrcus  Bovis,

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PHEVMliNCE  OP,  im  CONTROL  OYER, 
INFECTIOUS  -AID  OTHER  DISEASE. 


The  infectious  diseases  v/hich  arc  statutorily  notifiable  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  HeaQ-th  are  the  follov/ing;-  Smallpox,  cholera,  diphtheria, 
membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever,  typhoid  fever, 
paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague,  poliomyelitis,  tuberculosis, 
madaria,  dysentery,  jjuerperal  i^yrexia,  ophtho.lraia  neonatorum,  o.cutc  x^^inia^y 
pneimaonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  vdiooping  cough,  measles, acute 
encephalitis,  nieningococcad  infection  and  food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  iticidonce  of  infectious  disease  is  sho\m  in  Table  III, 

Smallpox,  No  case  v/as  notified  driring  the  year,  in  the  course  of  v/hich 
55  primary  vaccinations  and  5 revsLCcinations  y/crc  carried  out. 

The  danger  of  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  which  arise  from  modem  air 
travel  is  illustrated  by  a small  outbrealc  which  occurred  in  the  London  area 
during  the  year,  Tliis  almost  certainly  originated  v/ith  a person  v/ho  returnee 
by  air  to  this  country  from  Africa  and  who  did  not  develop  the  disease  until 
several  days  after  arrival.  The  need  to  maintain  a highly  protected  j^opula- 
tion  is  obvious. 

Diphtheria,  One  ca.se  of  diphtheria  notified  dirring  the  year.  The  case 
was  a highly  unusual  one,  in  that  the  infection  was  not  caused  by  coryne- 
bacterium  diphtherae,  the  usual  infecting  orgariism  of  the  human,  but  by  a 
closely  related  organism,  C.ovis  v/hich  usually  produces  disease  in  sheep, 
horses  and  cattle. 

Investigations  into  the  source  of  the  infection  were  -unfortunately 
inconclusive.  Probably  the  most  corimion  mode  of  transmission  of  this 
organism  to  the  human  is  by  milk  from  mi  infected  cov/.  Milk  in  this  instance 
did  come  under  suspicion,  a.s  the  faiiily  used  raw,  imdesignated  milk,  and, 
v/hile  this  was  almost  always  boiled  before  use  in  the  home,  there  was  a pos- 
sibility that  the  patient  might  have  used  some  before  boiling,  A sam^olo 
talcon  from  the  retailor,  however,  was  negative  on  bacteriological  examinationt. 
The  patient  had  had  no  other  contact  with  farm  animals  for  some  montlis  before 
feeling  ill.  Nasal  caid  tliroa.t  swabs  of  all  kno-^ai  contacts  wei-e  negative,  and 
no  further  cases  occurred.  Infection  v/ith  this  type  of  organism  is  rare, 
only  a small  number  of  instances  over  a period  of  years  being  recorded  in  the 
litera-tui'c , 

44  children  received  a complete  course  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
d'oring  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough  and 
tetanus  being  used  in  almost  aJ.1  cases, 

¥/hooping  Courda*  Ten  cases  woro  notified  during  the  yeer,  two  of  whom  wore 
adults.  Three  of  the  children  had  been  i'jTiiunised  aga.inst  the  infection, 

Mea.slos»  Lie:  cases  were  notified  d-uring  1957* 

Influenza.,  The  Borough  v/as  involved  in  the  influenza  epidemic  v'/hich  made  its 
appearance  here  in  September,  Schoolchildren  seem  to  have  been  first 
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affected,  the  infection  siDrcadiig  rapidly  cjaong  them.  One  secondary  school, 
v/liich  drav/s  its  pupils  from  a Y/ido  ai-ea,  was  closed  for  one  vreek  in  October 
when  aJjnost  50^o  of  the  children  Yrcre  absent.  As  the  disease  declined  arnoug 
children,  a.dults  became  affected  in  incrca.siig  numbers.  The  disease  appears 
to  have  been  higiily  iifcctious,  but  the  attacks  mild  end  short-lived.  No 
cases  of  iiflucnzad  pneumonia  v/ore  notified,  T\yo  deaths,  both  of  aged 
persons,  occurriig  ii  November,  Yv'cre  cer-tified  as  being  due  to  influenza. 

As  influenza  is  not  o.  notifiable  disease,  the  actual  nijuaber  involved  in 
the  outbreak  is  not  accurately  lanown,  but  appears  to  have  been  large.  In 
incidence  and  severity,  ho'wever,  the  outbreak  was  in  no  way  comparable  to 
the  pandemic  of  1918,  vdnich  rernaiis  the  yardstick  for  comparison  vahen  tlnis 
disease  appears, 

) 

Poliomyelitis « No  cases  of  tlnis  disease  vaerc  notified  during  the  year,  but 
the  dia.gnosis  was  made  clinicaily  in  retrospect  in  one  child  attending  the 
Orthoinaodic  Clinic,  No  confiraiatory  laboratory  tests  vaerc  carried  out,  but 
there  wa.s  a slight  degree  of  paralysis  involving  one  muscle  group.  The 
originaxl  illness  in  this  case  Yaa.s  mild  and  equivocaJ.,  The  source  of  tiie 
infection  v/as  not  discovered,  but  it  appears  liaeln"  trnt  it  was  contracted 
vahile  on  holiday  av/ay  from  the  district, 

Vancinaition  against  this  diseane  was  resumed  in  April,  vdien  further 
supplies  of  vaccine  becauiie  aivailailc , Priority  was  given  to  children 
registered,  but  not  chosen,  for  vancinaition  in  1958.  It  was  continued 
throughout  the  year,  during  which  the  Ministry  of  Health  twice  announced 
extensions  of  the  scope  of  the  scheme,  first  in  May  to  include  children  bom 
in  1955  1958,  and  subsequently  in  December  to  include  childi'cn  from  the 

age  of  6 months  to  I5  years,  and  certain  priority  groups  of  adults,  including 
expectant  mothers.  These  extensions  also  gave  parents  vino  had  not 
previously  registered  their  children  the  further  opportunity  of  doing  so. 

In  December  also,  it  \/as  decided  to  inport  va.ccinc  from  U.S.A,  and  Canola  to 

) supplement  the  sujjply  from  British  sources.  During  the  year,  general 

practitioners  v/cre  given  the  opportennity  of  tal-cing  part  in  tine  scheme.

No  action  wa.s  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  v/ith 
persons  suffering  from  peOmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193 6,  vdiich  deals 
\'m.th  the  compi.ilsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  st-iffcring  from 
tuberculosis. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  trea'bment  of  Tuber- 
culosis patients  and  the  Cornty  Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread  of 
the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patient. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  (Dr 
Mellor)  a.t  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospital.  The  County  Council 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  follovre  up  the  patients 
in  their  homes,  traces  contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and  thus 
acting  as  a most  valuable  and  essential  ‘'liaison  officer"  betv/ecn  the 
eunative  and  preventive  services,  bridges  a most  alarming  administra- 
tive gap.  iill  susceptible  contacts  of  imoYm  cases  in  the  Borough  arc 
offered  B.C.G,  vaccination  and  the  m.ajority  a-vail  themselves  of  this 
method  of  protection. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  susceptible 
school  leavers  was  continued  during  the  year,  aga.in  with  an  excellent 
response. 


OTIjKR  DISIViSES 

Cancer  of  the  Lung.  It  is  now  accepted  that  there  hc.s  been  a real 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  form  of  cancer  in  recent  years. 
Widespread  popular  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  research  vdiich  is 
being  carried  out  into  its  association  vd.th  smoking  and  in  iDarticular 
vrrth  cigarette  smoking  - an  association  which  has  been  statistically 
proven. 
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Diiring  1957,-  out  of  a total  of  12  deaths  from  cancer  among 
Borough  residents,  one  raalc  death  'v^as  duo  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Since  1949,  there  have  heen  43  mede  and  6l  female  dcctths  from  cancer. 
Of  those,  5 male  and  4 female  dca.ths  ha.vc  Been  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung.  It  is  not  knomif  these  particular  deaths  had  any  association 
v/ith  smoking,  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  no  Icnowledge  of 
such  circumstances  nor,  indeed,  of  the  actual  incidence  of  the  disease. 
V/hat  is  to  be  seen  is  that  the  condition  does  occur  in  the  Borough  and 
this,  in  the  light  of  the  work  thad  has  been  done,  may,  perhaps, 
pDTOvide  some  food  for  thought. 

A circular  letter  from  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  to 
Head  Teachers  on  this  subject,  and  health  education  in  schools  and  by 
other  means,  appear  to  have  had  some  result  in  that  a number  of  school 
leavers,  Vvion  questioned,  have  been  av^are  of  the  association  beiveen 
smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung.
